SANITARY  CIRCIMSTAITGES  OF  THE  AREA, 

(1)  The  v;ater  of  the  Co  A::  11^3  area  of  sup-n.ly  arid  its 
several  parts  has  in  general  hee''  satisfactory  in  quantity, 

Lov/  pressure  was  experienced  at  the  Lower  Gronant  end  of 
the  coastal  main  from  tie  farth  source  duo  largel^r  to  the  high 
consumption  along  this  main  during  the  summer  months. 


Certain  lengths  of  small  diameter  mains  which  had  bee  one 
encrusted  have  been  renewed  and  further  lengths 'are  included 
in  the  Council's  programme  for  the  year  1947-48,  Great 
difficulty  has  be en' exper ienced  in  obtaining  new  pipes. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  its  several  parts 
has  in  general  been  sat is.-*^actory  in  quality, 

(ii)  Bacteriological  Analyses  of  sixteen  samples  of  raw 
v/ater  have  been  made,  eleven  of  ’which  were  satisfactory, 
one  unsatisfactory  and  four  suspicious, 

(iii)  The  supplies  are  not  liable  to  have  pl-umbo-  solvent 
action , 


(iv)  Some  contamination  has  occurred  in  the  supplies  from 
Caerwys,  Llwyn-erddyn  ?^ell,  Glyn  Cell,  Garth  and  Pfynnon 
Vifen,  IJostyn, 


Llwyn-erddyn  Well,  Glyn  Well  and  Caerwys  Reservoir 
were  properly  cleaned  and  the  water  from  the  Garth  and 
Mostyn  supplies  has  be  ;n  dosed  with  chloros.  It  is 
proposed  to  supply  water  from  the  Council's  mains  in  lieu  of 
that  from  Pfynnon  Wen,

Milk  Supply,  Cowsheds  and  Dairies, 


The  majority  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the 
district  were  inspected  during  the  year. 

Improvements  have  been  made  to  a number  of  cov/sheds 
during  the  year  particularly  in  relation  to  lighting, 
ventilation  and  drainage. 

Public  Clea n sing. 


Refuse  disposal  for  the  v^/hole  area  is  undertaken  by 
the  Council,  The  work  is  carried  out  by  means  of  contracts 
and  for  this  purpose  the  Council's  area  is  divided  un  into 
15  separate  districts. 

Shortage  of  labour  has  added  to  the  difficulties  of 
maintaining  and  efficient  cleansing  service. 

The  d if  f ic ul t lab  ou v s i tiv.i  t i on  is  such  t ha  t the 
Contractor  for  the  Brynford  area  undertakes  the  refuse 
collection  for  Mostyn,  Caerv/ys  and  Rhyd^/mwyn,  The 
Contractor  for  Newmarket  and  Cwaenysgor,  also  does 
Ffynnongroew  and  Gronant  districts,  and  the  Contractor 
for  Gwernyraynydd  covers  the  Gwernaf field  and  Pantymv’/yn 
d is tr ic ts  , 

Generally  the  work  was  done  satisfactorily. 

Rivers  and  Streams, 

No  complaints  of  any  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams 
were  received. 

Shop s Inspection, 

All  shops  in  the  area  v/ero  regularly  inspected  and 
the  statutory  provisions  relating  thereto  enforced. 

Camping  Sites, 

All  licensed  camping  sites  were  visited  regularly.  In 
some  cases  it  was  found  necessary  to  drav^  the  owners 
attention  to  unsatisfactory  supervision.  No  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  having  the  improvements  put  into  effect

HOUSING.

A considerable  amount  of  time  of  the  department  was 
spent  in  housing  inspection. 

It  was  found  very  difficult  to  have  repair  works 
carried  out  ov/ing  to  tho  extreme  shortage  of  labour.  The 
shortage  of  rrciterial  has  also  had  an  adverse  effect  upon 
the  situation.

Inspection  and  S-gpervlalon  of  Food, 

Inspection  of  cov;sheds  and  dairies  are  regularly 
undertaken  during  the  course  of  th.e  year  a number  of 
cowsheds  v/ere  improved  and  brought  up  to  a reasonable 
standard  of  repair.
